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The  American  Numismatic  Society 
has  chosen  a  design  by  sculptor  Marcel 
Jovine  as  the  basis  for  the  medal  to  be 
issued  in  1983  to  commemorate  our 
125th  anniversary.  The  design  of  Jovine 
was  chosen  from  among  those  sub¬ 
mitted  by  seven  prominent  sculptors 
who  had  been  invited  by  the  Society  to 
compete.  The  selection  bears  a  commis¬ 
sion  of  $3,500  to  Mr.  Jovine  and  an 
honorarium  of  $250  to  each  of  the  other 
competitors. 

In  announcing  the  Society’s  choice, 
President  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.,  explained 
“We  feel  that  of  the  designs  submitted 
this  best  exemplifies  the  historic  con¬ 
cerns  and  activities  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Society.  In  addition  to 
being  an  eye-catching  and  original 
composition,  this  piece  communicates 
our  interest  in  the  entire  scope  of  world 
coinage.’’  On  the  obverse  is  a  man 
striking  a  coin  by  hammer,  in  the 
method  used  for  over  two  millennia.  In 
the  background  are  representations  of 
coins  from  the  Society’s  unparalleled 
collection.  The  reverse  depicts  more 


modern  techniques  of  coinage,  includ¬ 
ing  the  screw  press  and  the  pantograph 
machine  for  reduction  of  designs  onto 
dies.  Mr.  Bass  observed  that  “this  is  an 
exciting  design  wrhich  will  allow  all 
people  interested  in  numismatics  to 
share  in  the  anniversary. 

Marcel  Jovine  is  a  prominent  sculptor 
and  medalist,  who  has  many  well-knowm 
medals  to  his  name.  Among  these  are 
the  Official  Lake  Placid  Winter  Olympic 
Commemorative  Medallion  and  a  series 
of  calendar  medals  issued  annually  by 
the  Medallic  Art  Company.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  National  Sculpture 
Society  and  a  winner  of  its  coveted 
Lindsay  Morris  Memorial  Prize  for  has 
relief  sculpture.  Another  aspect  of  Mr. 
Jovine’s  sculpture  has  been  his  recent 
series  of  statues  of  important  thorough¬ 
bred  horses.  A  native  of  Turin,  Italy, 
Mr.  Jovine  now  resides  and  has  his 
studio  in  Closter,  New'  Jersey. 

The  other  sculptors  who  participated 
in  the  competition  were  Frank  Eliscu, 
Edward  Grove,  Julian  Harris,  Michael 
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NINE  ELECTED  FELLOWS 

Nine  Fellow's  of  the  Society  were 
elected  by  the  Council  at  its  October  9 
meeting  bringing  to  154  the  current 
number  of  voting  members  of  the  So¬ 
ciety.  Nominations  were  reviewed  and 
presented  to  the  Council  by  the  Soci¬ 
ety’s  Executive  Committee. 

Those  elected  as  Fellows  included 
Aubrey  Bebee,  a  professional  numis¬ 
matist  residing  in  Omaha,  Nebraska. 
He  has  been  an  Associate  member  of 
the  Society  since  1943,  shortly  after  he 
entered  the  coin  business  in  Chicago. 
The  firm  w'as  moved  to  Omaha  in  1952. 
Mr.  Bebee  is  a  founding  member  of  the 
Professional  Numismatists  Guild. 

Dora  de  Pedery-Hunt  of  Toronto  is  a 
sculptor  and  undoubtedly  the  leading 
medalist  in  Canada  today.  She  exhibited 
this  year  at  Pennsylvania  State  Univer¬ 
sity  in  her  own  show.  A  representative 
selection  of  Mrs.  de  Pedery-Hunt’s 
work  is  published  in  the  book,  Medals — 
Dora  de  Pedery-Hunt  w'ith  photographs 
by  Elizabeth  Frey. 

Richard  Hilt,  a  trucking  company 
executive  from  Omaha,  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Society  since  1978.  His 
collecting  interests  focus  on  early  U.S. 
as  is  reflected  in  the  book  he  authored 
Die  Varieties  of  Early  U.S.  Coins. 

Abe  Kosoff  of  Palm  Springs,  Califor¬ 
nia  has  been  an  Associate  of  the  Society 
since  1941  and  w'as  the  founding 
President  of  the  Professional  Numisma¬ 
tists  Guild  in  1954.  His  numismatic 
career  began  in  1929;  in  1940  he  opened 
Numismatic  Gallery  in  New  York  and  in 
1948  established  a  west  coast  branch 
where  his  business  is  now  centered. 
Over  the  past  50  years  he  has  been  a 
frequent  contributor  to  coin  hobby 
periodicals  and  newspapers  as  well  as  to 
books  such  as  the  ANA  grading  stan¬ 
dards  guide  which  he  eo-edited  with 
Kenneth  Bressett. 

Jonathan  Rosen,  an  attorney  in  New 
York,  has  been  a  member  of  the  Society

ANS  1983  GRADUATE 
SEMINAR.  FELLOWSHIP 
APPLICATIONS  INVITED 

Applications  arc  now  being  accepted 
for  the  30th  annual  Graduate  Seminar  in 
Numismatics  to  be  held  at  the  Society 
June  14  August  13,  1983.  Ten  grants  in 
aid.  carrying  stipends  of  S900.  will  be 
made  to  students  of  high  competence 
who  will  have  completed  at  least  one 
year’s  graduate  study  in  Classics, 
Archaeology,  History,  Art  History,  Eco¬ 
nomic  History,  or  other  related  disci¬ 
plines.  Areas  of  study  may  include  the 
ancient  Mediterranean,  the  ancient 
Near  East,  medieval  Europe,  Latin 
America,  the  Islamic  world,  South  Asia, 
or  East  Asia.  Applications  will  he 
accepted  also  from  junior  university  or 
college  instructors  with  a  degree  in  one 
of  these  fields.  Attendance  at  the 
seminar  is  restricted  to  graduate  stu¬ 
dents  and  junior  faculty  members  at 
institutions  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

The  Seminar  program  includes  lec¬ 
tures  and  conferences  conducted  by 
specialists  in  various  fields,  with  em¬ 
phasis  on  numismatic  methodology. 
Students  employ  the  resources  of  the 
museum’s  cabinets  and  library,  and 
prepare  papers  for  oral  delivery  and 
written  submission  during  the  ninth 
wreek. 

William  E.  Metcalf,  Chief  Curator  of 
the  Society,  is  in  charge  of  the  Seminar 
program,  and  the  entire  curatorial  staff 
as  well  as  instructors  from  this  country 
and  abroad  will  participate.  Dr.  Wolf¬ 
gang  Hahn.  Universitat-Dozent  in  the 
University  of  Vienna,  will  be  in  resi¬ 
dence  during  the  Seminar. 

Graduate  Fellowship 

In  addition  the  Society  is  accepting 
applications  for  its  Fellowship  of  53,500 
for  the  academic  year  1983/4.  The 
award  is  open  to  university  graduate 
students  in  the  fields  of  the  humanities 
or  social  sciences  who  will  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  general  examinations  (or  the 
equivalent)  for  the  doctorate;  will  he 
writing  a  dissertation  during  the  aca¬ 
demic  year  1983/4  on  a  topic  in  which 
the  use  of  numismatic  evidence  plays  a 
significant  part;  and  will  have  attended 
one  of  the  Society’s  Graduate  Seminars 
prior  to  the  time  of  application. 

Hie  deadline  for  completed  applica¬ 
tions  for  both  the  Seminar  and  Fellow¬ 
ship  is  March  1.  1983  Awards  will  he 
anriounc  ed  no  later  than  April  1 . 


Fellows  of  the  Society  present  at  the 
hall  Members  Meeting  voted  unani 
mously  to  increase  membership  dues  by 
55  per  year  starting  in  1983.  This 
decision,  which  amends  Articles  II. 2 
and  II. .3  of  the  Society’s  By-Laws, 
represents  the  first  dues  change  since 
1971,  a  period  during  which  operating 
and  publication  expenses  have  risen 
dramatically. 

As  amended,  the  articles  now  read: 

11.2  I  he  annual  dues  of  Fellows  shall  be 
Thirty  Dollars. 

11. 3  1  he  annual  dues  of  Associate 
members  shall  be  Twenty  Dollars. 

In  a  related  action,  the  members 
present  voted  to  confirm  the  decision  of 
the  Council  to  amend  Article  1.7  of  the 
By-Laws  which  lists  the  publications  of 
the  Society  issued  as  a  perquisite  of 
membership.  The  effect  of  this  amend 
ment  is  to  limit  publications  issued  for 
payment  of  dues  to  the  Society’s  annual 
journal,  Museum  Notes,  together  with 
the  ANSNewsletter  and  the  Annual  Re¬ 
port.  The  semiannual  bibliography,  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Literature ,  as  well  as  books 
appearing  in  the  Numismatic  Notes  and 
Monographs  series  will  no  longer  be 
distributed  free  to  all  members. 

These  amendments  were  proposed 
and  accepted  as  the  most  equitable 
solution  to  the  Society’s  needs  for 
additional  dues  revenue  and  a  reduction 
in  the  net  expense  of  producing  and 
distributing  publications. 

Publications  Subscription 

Article  1.7,  as  amended,  also  provides 
that  ‘  All  members  shall  be  entitled  to 
subscribe  to  additional  Society  pub¬ 
lication  series  at  rates  established  by 
the  Council.”  To  implement  this  pro¬ 
vision,  the  Council  has  established  an 
annual  Publications  Subscription  which 
for  1983  is  545. 

Under  this  plan,  the  subscribing 
member  will  receive  automatically  all 
publications  issued  in  the  following 
series  during  1983:  Numismatic  Notes 
and  Monographs,  Numismatic  Studies, 
Numismatic  Literature,  and  Ancient 
Coins  in  North  American  Collections. 

In  addition  to  NL,  four  books  are 
scheduled  for  publication  in  these  series 
during  1983:  The  Coinage  of  the  Lycian 
League  (ANSNNM  162),  by  Hyla  A. 
Troxell;  Alexander's  Drachm  Mints  I 
Sardes  and  Miletus  (ANSNS  16).  by 
Margaret  Thompson;  Coins  of  the 
Seleuctd  Empire  from  the  Collection  of 
Arthur  Houghton  (ACNAC4),  by  Arthur 


Houghton;  and  Early  Creek  Coins  from 
the  Collection  of  Jonathan  E  Rosen 
( ACNAC  5),  by  Nancy  M.  Waggoner 

NumLit  Available  Separately 

As  in  the  past,  publications  of  the 
Society  will  be  available  for  purchase 
individually.  New  works  are  announced 
in  the  ANSNewsletter  as  published. 
However,  the  practice  of  offering  a 
prepublication  discount  to  members  has 
been  discontinued,  except  for  volumes 
in  the  Society’s  Sylloge  series  which  are 
not  included  in  the  Publications  Sub¬ 
scription  offer.  Subscriptions  to  the 
bibliography,  Numismatic  Literature , 
are  $8  per  year,  available  directly  from 
the  Society  or  through  the  major 
subscription  agencies.

Iacocca,  Michael  Lantz  and  Robert 
Weinman.  Submissions  of  each  artist 
were  published  in  Coin  World  in  Octo¬ 
ber  and  a  free  medal  was  offered  to  any 
reader  who  could  match  up  each  entry 
with  its  creator.  The  only  successful 
response  came  from  prominent  medallic 
expert  N.  Neil  Harris.  In  this  display, 
Mr.  Jovine  was  represented  by  another 
of  the  three  designs  he  submitted  for 
the  competition. 

The  rectangular  shape  of  this  medal 
makes  it  unusual  among  contemporary 
issues,  but  in  the  tradition  of  many 
plaquettes  issued  earlier  this  century, 
including  some  important  medals  of 
thq  ANS.  The  relief  is  being  planned  in 
such  a  way  that  the  medal  will  sit  flat  on 
a  table  or  desk,  with  the  minter  and 
coins  visible.  Extra  care  will  be  taken  in 
the  finishing  of  the  piece  to  keep  the 
relief  of  the  coins  in  maximum  clarity 
and  to  visually  separate  the  high  relief 
of  the  minter  from  the  field  of  coins.  Mr. 
Bass  said  “We  believe  this  is  a  medal 
which  will  carry  on  the  historic  repu¬ 
tation  of  ANS  medals  for  quality  and 
beauty,  earned  by  wrorks  of  such 
sculptors  as  Victor  D.  Brenner,  Daniel 
Chester  French,  Theodore  Spicer-Sim- 
son  and  Laura  Gardin  Fraser.”

The  Fall  Members  Meeting,  held  at 
the  Society  on  October  9,  was  the 
occasion  for  a  richly  illustrated  talk  by 
Dexter  Cole  Seymour  on  the  topic  “U.S. 
Pioneer  Gold  — An  Overview.”  Dr. 
Seymour  who  received  his  degree  in 
chemistry  from  UCLA  and  is  currently 
Technical  Director  of  John  Royle  and 
Sons,  serves  as  a  volunteer  consultant  to 
the  Society’s  curatorial  and  editorial 
departments  on  technical  matters  and 
has  lectured  in  our  Graduate  Seminar 
Programs  on  methods  of  coin  analysis. 

Dr.  Seymour’s  carefully  researched 
biography  of  the  early  American  private 
moneyer,  Templeton  Reid,  appeared  in 
the  Society’s  journal,  Museum  Notes,  in 
1974  and,  in  a  later  article  published  in 
Museum  Notes  22,  he  detailed  the 
coinage  output  during  the  12  weeks  that 


of  the  silver  medals  will  depend  on  the 
price  of  bullion  at  time  of  issue;  orders 
will  be  accepted  now  and  prices  quoted 
at  production. 


Reid  operated  his  mint  in  1830.  These 
articles,  noted  Society  President  Harry 
Bass  in  introducing  Dr.  Seymour, 
“provide  an  enlightened  example  of 
numismatic  methodology.” 

Prior  to  the  talk,  Mr.  Bass  reported  on 
a  number  of  matters  of  interest  to  the 
membership.  He  announced  that  the 
Society’s  Annual  Giving  goal  of  $50,000 
has  been  established  for  1983  which, 
Mr.  Bass  noted,  requires  that  all 
members  give  careful  consideration  to 
the  financial  needs  of  the  Society. 

He  offered  congratulations  to  Alan 
Stahl,  ANS  Associate  Curator  of  Med¬ 
ieval  Coins,  on  the  publication  of  his 
book,  The  Merovingian  Coinage  of  the 
Region  of  Metz,  issued  by  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Louvain,  Belgium,  and  directed 
attention  to  a  special  exhibit  on  view  at 
the  Society  celebrating  the  centennial  of 
Franklin  Roosevelt’s  birth.

TWO  LOANS  VOTED  BY 
COUNCIL 

The  Society’s  Council  has  voted  a 
major  loan  of  23  ancient  coins  to  the 
Tampa  Museum  in  Florida.  The  selec¬ 
tion  comprising  22  Greek  coins  and  1 
Roman  coin,  will  be  exhibited  in  the 
Egyptian.  Greek  and  Roman  Teaching 
Gallery  of  the  museum  through  1985. 

Coins  in  Experiment

mrnt,  is  intended  to  test  whether  a 
sophisticated  compositional  analysis  of 
glass  weights  that  can  be  quite  closely 
attributed  by  their  inscriptional  content, 
tan  help  in  the  attribution  of  other 
Islamit  glass  objects  such  as  bottles  and 
bowls 


Annual  Giving  contributions  totaled 
551,474  for  tbe  Society’s  fiscal  year 
which  ended  September  30,  1982, 

exceeding  handsomely  the  goal  of 
550,000  set  for  the  year.  In  all  397 
members  and  friends  of  the  Society 
contributed  through  Annual  Giving, 
providing  over  56,000  more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Annual  Giving  provides  funds  for 
general  operations,  helping  to  close  the 
gap  between  our  established  sources  of 
income  and  the  increasing  costs  of 
operating  our  museum  and  library. 

In  addition  to  this  core  support,  just 
under  $22,000  was  made  available 
through  gifts  and  grants  during  the  year 
to  the  general  operating  fund  for  special 
projects,  including  support  for  consult¬ 
ants  and  speakers,  stipends  for  students 
doing  research  at  the  Society  and 
equipment  purchases. 

Contributions  and  grants  to  the 
Society  for  restricted  purposes  amount¬ 
ed  to  $176,038  in  fiscal  1982,  a 
substantial  increase  over  the  previous 
year,  attributable  in  great  part  to  a 
multi-year  grant  received  to  fund  a 
curatorial  assistant  in  the  Greek  and 
Roman  departments  as  well  as  contribu¬ 
tions  received  in  support  of  the  125th 
anniversary  celebrations.

ANS  RECEIVES  CHAPMAN 
MEMORABILIA 

The  heirs  of  Henry  Chapman,  re¬ 
nowned  Philadelphia  coin  dealer  of  the 
late  nineteenth  and  early  twentieth 
centuries,  have  presented  to  the  Library 
an  extraordinary  gift  of  auction  cata¬ 
logues,  account  ledgers,  and  other 
Chapman  memorabilia.  Included  in  this 
generous  donation  are  the  original 
manuscript,  galley  proofs,  page  proofs, 
and  bid  book  of  the  celebrated  John 
Story  Jenks  collection  sold  by  Henry 
Chapman  in  1921.  The  catalogue  of  the 
Jenks  collection,  with  its  forty-two 
phototype  plates,  has  been  called  Henry 
Chapman's  “magnum  opus.' 

Owing  to  this  remarkable  gift,  the 
Library  now  possesses  a  unique  exam 
pie  of  the  evolution  of  a  classic 
American  auction  catalogue.  As  a 
group,  Chapman  auction  catalogues 
mark  a  high  level  in  the  history  of  the 
American  numismatic  auction.  The 
addition  of  this  valuable  source  material 
to  the  Library  greatly  enriches  an 
already  outstanding  auction  collection
